Friday 


morning when almost a hurricane pre- 
vailed. Little damage was done about 
the city, but a tremendous aoa was 
kicked up and the waves broke high up 
on the shore when the tide was full. 


There was quite a large gathering at 


the Beach on Thursday evening to aee 
the high surf and some of the people 
got pretty wet before they got home. 
The tide did not reach its height until 
about midnight so there were few per- 
sons there to aee it at that time except 
the attendants at the Beach property. 
Some of the employes had a lively time 
in the early evening when the high surf 
threatened damage to the property, and 
the rafts began to drift from their 
moorings.

Scientist* be- 
lieve that perfect sanitary conditions 
can aid greatly In lessening the oppor- 
tunities for breeding infection, and it la 
to assist In obtaining thid sanitary con- 
dition that the Association has renewed 
its activities after a number of years of 
inactivity. 


Newport owes much of its present 


healthful condition to this organization, 
which was founded some forty years 
ago. 
It numbered among its earnest 


members many of tho 
best known 


people of the summer colony as well as 
permanent residents, including medical 
men, scientists, engineers, and skilled 
wnrkerH in many idlicd lines. 
At 
the 


lime of its establishment Newport did 
nut have its present reputation for 
cleanliness, and the efforts of the or- 
ganization were directed toward the 
securing flf an adequate sewerage sys- 
tem for Newport, of which our present 
system is the result. A careful house 
to house canvass was made by experts 
to secure a report as to the conditions 
existing, and many bad cases of neglect 
were found and corrected. 


With the establishment of the present 


Board of Health, which has taken care- 
ful supervision of all unsanitary condi 
lions, the Newport Sanitary Protection 
Association found littb need for its 
services, but the 
organization was 


never disbanded and has held itself 
ready at any tims to render aid to the 
city. 
Now that the New York epidemic 


of infantile paralysis has assumed such 
lariie pro;xjrlion3, the members 
feel 


that their services may be of value in 
assisting to prevent its securing a foot- 
hold here.

The Newport Artillery Company has

Protest Against Circuses. 


Circuses seem to be undesirable visi- 


tors in Newport, according to Plate- 
menu of neighbors on the various lots 
where travelling shows have held forth 
this year, and it is by no means Impos- 
sible that the city may refuse permis- 
sion for any more to come here in the 
future. The residents of the Middle- 
ton avenue section don't want any 
rnnre shows of any kind on the old cir- 
cus lot, and the outer Broadway people 
strenuously object to a license being 
granted for the Vernon avenue grounds. 
It would of course be possible for the 
travelling shows to secure lots over the 
line in Middletown, but it is not gen- 
erally believed that that town would 
care to have anything to do with them. 


The objections canr.c up at a meeting 


of the board of aldetmen on Monday 
afternoon, when a large petition was 
received, signed by nearly all the neigh- 
bors of the Middleton lot, protesting 
against issuing any more licenses for 
that lot.

Ihe Unlcn, provided each Slate claim- 
ing iu tliare of ihis sum shall appropri- 
ate an equal amount. Under this acl 
Kliode Island will be able lo draw some- 
tiling less than two hundred thousand 
dollars, while some of the States will 
have over live million). The eastern 
Stales have long been at work nuking 
good roads al Ihcir own expense, while 
In Ihe West and South good roads are 
rare. 
Under this acl It is thought that 


road building all over the country may 
become general. The new law provides 
that tho federal government shall share 
equally with the separate Stales Ihe ex- 
pense of road building. During Ihe year 
beginning July 1, 1916, Ihe federal gov- 
ernment will ipcnd $5,000,000 for roads, 
the States contributing an equal or 
larger amount The next federal ap- 
propriatlon will be (10,000,000 and an 
additional f5.000.OdO appropriation «ach 
y«ar until 1921. 


States wishing to avail themselves of 


federal aid In road building must accept 
the provisions of Ihe law through their 
legislatures or governors. 
Before the 


work can be actually begun they must 
also have highway departments. With 
the exception of Indiana, Georgia.South 
Carolina and Texas, the States already 
have such departments. 


The maximum amount the govern- 


ment will pay is $10,WO a, mile for road 
construction. The State pays half Iho 
expense or a grealer amount The max- 
imum of ?20,000 a mile, Ihe Ollice of 
Public Roads estimates, will cover tho 
cosl of conslructing the best kind of 
country roads. 


Experts have pre.licted that tbe in- 


creased road building may result in a 
standardized road, acceptable to the 
federal department. At present, the 
States will make application for aid, 
specifying Ihe location, character and 
cost of the proposed road.

1 am not 
going to utter any criticism of these 
people, but i wunt to say that sueh a 
thing is absolutely incompatible with 
tl.e fundamental iilea of loyalty, anil 
that loyalty is not a self-pleasing virtue. 
I arn not bound to be loyal to United 
States to please myself: 
I am bound 


to be loyal to the United States because 
I live under iU laws and am its citizen, 
snd whether it hurts me or whether it 
benefits me, I am obliged to be loyal. 


"Loyalty means nothing unless it has 


at Us heart the absolute 
principle of 


self-sacrifice. 
Loyalty means that you 


ought .to be ready to sacrifice every in- 
terest that you have and your life it- 
self, if your country calls upon you to 
do so, and that is the sort of loyalty 
which ought to be inoculated into these 
new comers, that they are not to be 
loyal so long as they arc pleased, but 
that, having once entered into this 
saercd relationship, they are bound to 
be loyal whether they are pleased or 
not; and that loyalty which is merely 
self-pleasing is only self-indulgence arid 
selfishness. 


"No man has ever risen to the real 


stature of spiritual manhood until he 
has found that it is finer to serve some- 
body else than it is to serve himself. 


"These are the conceptions which we 


ought to teach the n ewcomers in to our 
midst and we ought to realize that the 
life of every one of us is part of the 
schooling and that we cannot preach 
loyalty unless we set the example; that 
we cannot profess the things with any 
influence upon others, unless we prac- 
tice them also. Thia process of Ameri- 
canization is going to be a process of 
self-examination, a process of purifica- 
tion, a process of rededication to the 
things which America represents and is 
proud to represent. 
And it takes a 


great deal more courage and steadfast- 
ness, my fellow-citizens, to represent 
ideal things than to represent anything 
else. It is easy to lose your temper, 
and hard to keep it. It is easy to strike 
and sometimes very difficult to refrain 
from striking, and I think you 
wijl 


agree with me that we are moat Justi- 
fied in being proud of doing things that 
are hard to do and not the things that 
are easy. 


"You do not settle things quickly by 


taking what seems to be the quickest 
way to settle them. 
You may make 


the complication just that much the 
more profound and inextricable, and, 
therefore, what 
I believe America 


should exalt above everything else is the 
sovereignty of thoughtfulness and sym- 
pathy and vision, as against the grosser 
impulses 
of mankind. 
No 
nation 


can live without vision, and no vision 
will exalt a nation except the vision of 
real liberty and real justice and purity 
of conduct."

of Virginia In 1(508. His 


running mate was George Clin- 
ton of New York. The Repub- 
lican ticket'that year was C. 0. 
Pinckney of South Carolina and 
Rufus King of New York. 
The 


election took place on Nov. 8, 
and the vote, as counted on 
Feb. 0, 1$X>, was: Madison. 122; 
Pinckney. -*7. 


In the election of 1812 Madi- 


son, reuomlnated by the Repub- 
licans, defeated DeWltt Clinton 
of New York by a vote of 123 to 
89. Nominations were made by 
a caucus, and Clinton refused to 
be bound, and the Federalists 
decided to support George Clln 
ton.

this way." And he proceeded to slate 
the troth as he saw it 


Henry Ward Beecher stood listening 


to his father, with an expression on his 
face that blessed the listening, won- 
dering congregation more than many a 
sermon. 
And when I^man Beecher 


had concluded he palil j) beautiful trib- 
ute to his father's Influence upon his 
own life and then resumed his 5omion 
where he had been interrupted.

Who Pint Wore It 


Do you know what a lavalllere 13? 


You have seen many neck ornaments 
of more or less elaborate design sus- 
pended from chains that were thin or 
massive, which -were stfil as laval- 
lleres. The traveler who knows hlfl 
business will tell you that the large 
and highly ornate ornament made of 
hand wrought gold and studded -with 
many gems, suspended from a thick 
chain and reposing on the bare skin 
Joat above the low cut bodice, is ft 
"stomacher," whereas tie "Invalllcref' 
Is light and delicate In construction, la 
set with, not more than three stones 
and Is on a slender chain. 


Tho heavy ornament was formerly 


worn on tho front of the dress, the 
entire front part of a bodice, which ei- 
tended flown over the pit of the stom- 
ach, being called the stomaclier. 
It 


was an English mode, whereas the la- 
valliere came into existence In fc'rance 
in 1COO, having been designed at tile 
suggestion of Louis XIV. as a gift to 
Francolso Louise de la Baumo lo 
Blanc, when she was made Docbess 
'de la Valliere. Of all the king's favor, 
itcs sbe was the most Interesting. She 
became "queen of tho petticoat court" 
when .Louis was but twenty-eight 
years old and when Colbert and Loa- 
vols were making the French treasury 
and the French army the greatest and 
most formidable powers In Europe. At 
thirty she retired to a convent, where 
she spent her declining years writing 
that mournful essay, "liellecllons on 
the Pity of God."—Eichange.

Germany, but It is uot necessary to go 
back to the middle ages to flnd the 
Bible forming; a nation's culture ami 
fiiliiij Its language. 


Ou many of the mission Bclds, espe- 


cially In Africa, the language of tue 
oatlves bad never been reduced to writ- 
ing until the missionary provided them 
with an alphabet In order that the 
Bible might be translated Into their 
tongues. The Bible bas then become 
both the laiiKUHKe teilbook and the 
spiritual guide of ll^se African na- 
tions. In mission schools the world 
over the Bible Is the language test- 
book. The people of the mission lands 
want their children to learn the west- 
ern tongue,'and they send thein'to the 
school. They leara the missionary's 
language, but iu the learning they flnd 
the missionary's Uod.-C'hrlstlan Her- 
ald.

EGGS IN HEATED RICE. 


A Way the CMneae H»ve For Hitching 


Ducks >nd Chickens. 


Tbe Chinese metlrad of hatching as 


many as 000 duck nnd chicken eggs 111 
one slttlna hiis not yet beeu adopted In 
this country. 


Uiiliusked rice Is used for the pur- 


pose, and when this has been roasted 
It is either cooled by a fanning process 
or the wind la allowed to blow through 
It until It l.s lukewarm. 


The breeder then sprinkles a three 


Inch layer of rite in the bottom of a 
wooden tub, and on this surface places 
about 100 cgys; another layer of rice 
about two Inches thick la spread over 
them, and ou this layer eggs are also 
placed, aud the tub is filled In tills way 
until there nre six layers of rice and 
ttve of eggs, making GOO eggs '« a'1 ln 


the tnb. 


Every twenty-four hours the rice baa 


to be heated, and for this purpose tne 
eggs have to be removed, the bottom 
layer this time being placed on top and 
the other layers one row lower down, 
the eggs that occupied the central po- 
sition In tbe tub now being placed at 
the edges. 


There is some difficulty In gauging 


the exact time at which the eggs will 
hatch, aud unless care is taken soma 
of the young ones are likely to be 
smothered. This Is. of course, the poult 
nt which the ability of the expert Is 
shown— St. Louis Post-Dispatch.
